Tributes after teen dies of stab wounds 


A MAN appeared in court on Tuesday, 
charged with the murder of teenager 
Connor Tremble. 

William Blencowe, 20, of Oxford Road, 
Banbury, was remanded into custody at 
Oxford Magistrates' Court and was due to 
appear in Reading Crown Court yesterday. 

On Monday, he was charged with killing 
1 7-year-old Connor, who was found 
critically injured at his flat in Fairacres Road, 
Iffley Fields, Oxford, on Thursday of last 
week. 

Connor, who had suffered stab wounds to 
his chest, hands and legs, died at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital on Friday; hours after 
Blencowe was arrested. 

The appearance in court came as 
Connor's friend, Shelby Delaney, and aunt, 
Michelle Scott, said his family had drawn 
support from tributes paid to the teenager by 
his friends. 

Mourners from both Oxford and Banbury 
let off balloons and lanterns in memory of 
Connor at Spiceball Park on Sunday 
evening. 

Ms Delaney, who said Connor was like 
her brother, said: "It was beautiful. 

"Connor would have been so proud, 
watching all the balloons, lanterns and notes 
fly to him." 

Ms Scott posted a message on Facebook: 
"We are overwhelmed by the support that 
everyone is giving, and appreciate everyone 
is suffering, all his friends, acquaintances 
and people that knew him. 

"He was obviously much loved by many." 

Friend Kalum Brain, from Oxford, is now 
planning to have a memorial bench installed 
by the Oxford Canal.

The 18-year-old said he hoped people 
would come to lay flowers, sit down and 
remember the teen. 

He said: "Thinking about all the good 
times we had, I can't believe I'm never 
going to see him or hear his voice again. 

"I miss just sitting in his house cracking 
jokes. 

"He was honestly one of the best guys I 
knew. No matter what we did, we always 
had a laugh. 

"I will always remember all of the good 
times we had. He didn't deserve this." 

A friend - who calls herself Lucy-Anne 
online - has set up a Facebook page to raise 
money for two memorial benches. She 
wrote on the site: "Connor was inspirational. 
He was always smiling. A lovely young 
man." 

Connor, a former pupil of Banbury's 
Blessed George Napier School, had been in 
care since December 2012. He lived in 
supported accommodation. 

The flat was provided by Key2 on behalf 
of Oxfordshire County Council. 

Appearing at the magistrates' court, 
Blencowe, wearing a plain black jumper, 
spoke only to confirm his name. 

His solicitor, Mark Dixon, made no 
application for bail. 

District Judge Tim Pattinson remanded 
Blencowe in custody. He said: "I am going 
to send this to Crown court. You will be 
remanded into custody, as there is 
substantial concern about your failure to 
surrender and your own protection."

Jabs for mums-to-be 


MORE than 1,000 pregnant 
women across Oxfordshire 
have been given the flu jab to 
protect them from illnesses. 

The effort to protect 
expectant mothers was 
launched in October last year 
by Oxford University 
Hospital's Maternity Service. 

All pregnant women having 
a scan at Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital and the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, 
were offered the jab. More 
than 1 00 women every week 
took up the offer. 

Tony McDonald, general 
manager for Children's and 


Women's Division, said: "Flu 
can be dangerous for pregnant 
women and for their unborn 
child, but lots of pregnant 
women still don't have the flu 
jab. 

"We wanted to make it easy 
for women to get the vaccine, 
and having it at the same time 
as the scan is convenient for 
some women, who might find 
it hard to make the extra trip to 
get the jab from their GP." 

Penny Green, public health 
midwife at OUH, said: "We 
recommend that all pregnant 
women, at any stage of their 
pregnancy, have the vaccine."

Dr Who director dies 

A MAN who directed the first four series of BBC’s 
Doctor Who has died after a fall down an escalator. 

Christopher Barry, 88, pictured left, died at the 
Horton Hospital, Banbury, at about 6pm on Friday, 
February 7, after suffering a fractured pelvis following 
a fall in the town shopping centre. 

Initial results show he also had heart disease, 
coroner Darren Salter told Oxfordshire Coroner’s 
Court on Wednesday of last week. 

Mr Barry, of East End, Hook Norton, was well 
known for his work on the BBC sci-fi show and 
covered the longest span of the series, from 1963 to 
1979. 

Mr Barry, who was married to Venice, was one of 
only three directors to work with all the first four 
actors to play the Doctor — William Hartnell, Patrick 
Troughton, Jon Pertwee and Tom Baker

Cutbacks for hospital 
patients' gym sessions

HORTON General Hospital, Banbury, 
is closing its cardiac rehabilitation 
service and gym to patients in the later 
stages of recovery. 

In a letter to MP Sir Tony Baldry, Sir 
Jonathan Michael, chief executive of Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Trust, said: "The 
provision of phase IV exercise is no longer 
part of national guidelines." 

Phase IV patients, otherwise known as 
graduates, are patients who are making 
long-term lifestyle changes to help minimise 
the risk of future heart problems. 

Sir Jonathan said that the Horton's cardiac 
rehabilitation service was expanding its 
services for patients in phases one to three, 
so "that unfortunately means we will no 
longer be able to provide a facility for 
graduates to exercise". 

In his letter, Sir Jonathan said that the 
classes previously open to graduates were 
needed for new cardiac patients. 

He added: "The only option of providing 
the complete range of services for current 
cardiac rehabilitation patients is to utilise 
the gym sessions previously allocated to 
graduates undertaking phase IV exercise." 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of the Keep 
the Horton General campaign group, said: 
"It's not on. They're always talking about

how prevention is better than a cure, but 
then they stop people using the gym. 

"They need to look at it again and find 
another way. There must be room 
somewhere." 

Dr Peter Fisher, a member of the 
campaign group and a former consultant at 
the hospital, said: "This is a very unfortunate 
development, and most disappointing. 

"What is difficult to understand is why 
there was space before, but now there's not. 
There could be a huge rise in cardiac 
patients, but that seems unlikely." 

However, Sir Jonathan insisted that the 
"increasing number of patients" was the 
reason behind the development. 

The hospital was in talks with the 
Spiceball gym, to see if it could offer free 
membership to phase four patients. 

But Dr Fisher was not convinced that this 
would be enough. He said: "There needs to 
be someone medically trained on hand with 
these patients." 

Meanwhile, the hospital's gym will be 
closed to all patients, starting on Friday for a 
week, as part of a renovation of the 
facilities. 
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Trees fall, power cut as 
storms sweep county

STORM-force winds hit Oxfordshire over the 
weekend, cutting power to 7,000 homes and 
blowing over more than 150 trees. 

The storm struck on Friday night when winds of 62mph 
were recorded at the RAF Benson weather station between 
11 pm and midnight. 

Brize Norton saw gusts of 55mph as around 20mm of 
rain fell on the county. 

About 5,000 homes were still without power on Saturday 
night, 24 hours after the storm hit. 

But no one in the county was reported to have been 
seriously injured in the storm. 

Steeple Aston resident Julia Cox woke up at 2am after 
hearing a crashing noise outside her home. 

The 49-year-old antique dealer said: "There was a 
tremendous noise, which I thought at first was outside my 
house. 

"It was so frightening. I didn't know what was happening 
and I couldn't see anything because of the power cut. 

"In the morning I went outside to find a 100ft fir tree had 
fallen on to the roof of my house." 

Thames Valley Police had to deal with more than 150 
reports of fallen trees on Saturday. 

Another fallen tree shut the M40 northbound for several 
hours, between Junction Six at Watlington and Junction 
Eight at Oxford. 

Oxfordshire County Council had dealt with more than 
140 trees that had fallen overnight by 7am on Saturday.

Cash boost for 
high streets 


PLANS are under way to boost high street 
trade in three Cherwell towns with free 
parking, new signs and visitor information. 

Cherwell District Council was awarded 
£100,000 from the Town Centre Innovation Fund 
by the Department for Communities and Local 
Government. 

The money has been divided between 
Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington - £50,000 went 
to Banbury, followed by £30,000 for Bicester and 
£20,000 for Kidlington. 

Some of the money has already been spent on 
offsetting parking in Banbury and Bicester, which 
allows shoppers to park free. 

Of its remaining £25,000, Banbury will spend 
£10,000 improving signs to encourage people to 
shop in the town centre. 

The remaining £15,000 will be used to fund 
the Banbury Town Centre Coordination project, 
allowing traders to work together to promote 
town centre shopping. 

In Bicester, the remaining £15,000 will be 
used to provide 30 grants to independent traders 
to cover 75 per cent of the costs of a year-long 
radio advertising campaign. 

The money will also be used to provide 
another 30 grants to retailers to cover 50 per cent 
of the costs of improving their business websites.

The £20,000 of funds allocated for Kidlington 
will be spent on constructing screening for the 
toilet block. 

The cash will also help to fund additional 
"Welcome to Kidlington" information to assist 
visitors. 

Norman Bolster, the district's economy and 
estates chief, pictured right , said: "In December 
2012 we used part of these funds to offset the 
cost of offering free parking in Banbury and 
Bicester and while this was hugely successful, 
the benefits were only temporary. 

"As we cannot afford to offer free 
parking all-year-round, we needed to 
consider other ways to use this one-off 
funding to provide long-term benefits. 

"By allocating separate funds to 
Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington 
we can implement a series of 
long-standing initiatives 
and projects which will 
promote each of the 
towns' individual 
strengths and 
attractions." 
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Crown court jury finds man guilty of 'grooming' 13-year-old 


A MAN who allegedly told a 13-year-old girl to 
“wear something sexy” before they met has been 
convicted of meeting a child following sexual 
grooming. 

Luke Southam, of Cornish Road, Chipping 
Norton, was found guilty by a jury in Oxford 
Crown Court on Wednesday of last week after 
deliberating for just one hour and 19 minutes. 

The 21-year-old denied meeting the girl — who 
can’t be named for legal reasons — following 


sexual grooming on March 11 last year, during 
which it is alleged he kissed her on the lips. But 
the jury found him guilty, following a three-day 
trial. The case has now been adjourned for a 
pre-sentence report to be prepared by the 
probation service. 

Summing up the case to the jury, Judge Tom 
Corrie said Southam was accused of sending a 
message to the complainant saying he was “the 
kind of boyfriend she could trust”. 


The judge added that the defendant had 
denied kissing or hugging the girl but admitted 
“he knew it was wrong” to have met up with her. 
Recapping Southam’s evidence, Judge Corrie 
added: “Once he saw her he realised he had 
made a mistake.” 

He told the defendant that the probation 
service would consider “all options” including 
custody, ahead of his sentencing hearing on 
March 28. 


Planners tell of concern at previous decisions being overturned 


Coundl gives the nod 


to over 100 new homes 
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PLANNING permission has 
been granted for more than 
100 homes in Banbury. 

Last week, of the seven 
planning applications discussed by 
Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee, six were 
approved. 

Development company Banner 
Homes wants to build 40 homes 
on land north of Crouch Hill Farm, 
adjoining Broughton Road in 
Banbury. 

There were 62 letters of 
objection against the project, 
which included concerns about 
increased traffic and the 
destruction of wildlife.

A further 21 houses will now be 
built by Spitfire Property Group on 
Oxford Road. 

The council had raised concerns 
that the developments would 
conflict with their plans for future 
projects, but the planning 
committee said homes needed to 
be built quicker than the council's 
current long-term plans. 

The Planning Inspectorate has 
already overturned five planning 
permission vetoes since October. 

Michael Gibbard, the authority's 
planning chief, said: "If we 


continue to reject what the 
Government considers to be 
sustainable sites, we are likely to 
have these decisions overturned 
on appeal. 

"This means the developments 
will still go ahead but with the 
council having to meet the 
additional costs of an appeal." 

The remaining four projects will 
be completed by the council itself, 
as part of the Build! project, which 
aims to provide affordable 
housing. 

A further 11 semi-detached and 
terraced homes will be delivered 
on land to the rear of the 
Methodist Church in The Fairway.

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■ Council faces a bill of almost £700,000 to treat the county's obese 


High cost 
of beati ng 
the bulge 



ALMOST £700,000 of taxpayers' 
cash has been spent on sending 
more than 12,000 overweight and 
obese residents to diet groups, it 
has been revealed. 

Some 12,219 have been referred by 
their GP since 2010 to 12-week 
courses at WeightWatchers or 
Slimming World at £48.50 or £47.30 
respectively. 

If all attended at the lower cost, that 
would mean Oxfordshire County 
Council paid out £577,958. 

And another 133 have been referred 
to weight loss firm MoreLife since it 
began to help the most challenging 
cases since September. 

The 12-month programme costs the 
council about £800 for each person - 
meaning the bill amounts to £106,400.

It comes after the first survey of 
adults' weight in Oxfordshire reported 
60.7 per cent were overweight or 
obese. 

The 12,219 went to the Slimming 
Referral Programme from 2010, so 
"patients can learn the importance of 
healthy eating and exercise," council 
guidance said. 

Those with a body mass index of 30 
or more are offered the classes, though 
this is lower for some ethnic minorities. 

A 35-year-old man who is 15st and 
5ft 9in tall would have a BMI of 31 
while a 35-year-old woman who is 
13st and 5ft 5in would have a BMI of 
30.2. The MoreLife service has been 


running for many years and saw 1,086 
people from September 2010 to August 
2013. 

Council health improvement 
principal Kate King said: "There isn't a 
silver bullet to this problem. We need 
to tackle this in lots of different ways. 
One is identifying people at risk. 

"The first port of call should be self- 
care and support," she said, but the 
classes are for those who "need more 
help". 

Easy access to high-calorie food 
makes it "very difficult for people, even 
if you are quite determined and want 
to try to keep your weight in check". 

She added: "It is not surprising that 
people are overweight." 

Tackling obesity is vital in the fight 
against conditions like diabetes, 


hypertension, heart disease and cancer, 
she said. 

The 60.7 per cent figure was from a 
new part of an annual Sport England 
survey on lifestyles of about 875 
county people. 

The figure is below the England 
average of 64 per cent. 

Oxfordshire had the third highest 
rate of obese and overweight 
respondents - a BMI of 25 or more - 
after Bracknell Forest at 66.2 per cent 
and Buckinghamshire at 64.4 per cent. 

It was last from bottom out of 27 
English counties, with Cumbria first at 
68.3 per cent. 

Ms King said: "That was what we 
would expect. It wasn't shocking. 

"We knew that levels in Oxfordshire 
would be higher than we would like 


them to be. We have had indications 
about that." 

Children aged four or five in 
reception year and those aged ten to 
11 in Year Six have been weighed at 
school to provide data on lifestyles 
since 2006. 

It shows the rate of overweight 
children had changed little, from 12.2 
per cent in reception and 13 per cent 
in Year Six in 2006/07 to 11.9 per cent 
and 13.4 per cent in 2012/13. 

Figures on obese reception-class 
children fell from eight per cent to 6.4 
per cent over that period, but fell from 
15.3 per cent to 15.1 per cent only in 
Year Six. 

The council has a £26m budget to 
promote public health, a role it took 
over from the NHS last April. 
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Reading campaign to 


carry on 


THE successful Oxfordshire Reading Campaign is to 
be extended with a £500,000 grant. 

The scheme - launched in September 2012 with a 
£585,000 cash pot - was due to end in July, but the 
Oxfordshire Schools Forum has pledged at least another 
£500,000 to extend it. 

Headteachers say the campaign - in place at 63 schools 
in the county and helping hundreds of children - has 
helped literacy levels soar. 

Latest figures show those achieving good levels of 
progress between the ages of seven and 11, jumped from 
85 to 90 per cent in the most recent year. 

Melinda Tilley, the county council's education chief, 
said she was "thrilled" to be able to offer the cash for a 
scheme which was helping youngsters to improve their 
reading skills. 

The reading campaign was launched following poor Key 
Stage 1 results in 2010. 

It is not known yet exactly how the money will be used, 
but Mrs Tilley said she wanted to hear from teachers and 
headteachers about how best to take it forward. 

She said: "We do have some more money to continue 
the scheme, rather than doing anything else. 

"We could widen the scheme to more children, more 
schools, and we are also thinking about doing a bit of 
writing, which goes hand-in-hand with reading." 

At the moment, it is not clear if the National Literacy 
Trust will be chosen to continue to oversee the project. 

But headteachers, pupils and volunteers have welcomed 
the news that the campaign will continue. 

One headteacher said: "This will make a fantastic 
difference. 

"It will sustain training in the schools for teachers and

teaching assistants and it can be sustained into the future. 

"This had a big impact on the school last year and we 
felt we were just getting into our stride and able to embed 
the practice. So, if this is able to extend, we will be able to 
continue to build on that." 

Julie Gibbings, programme manager for the Oxfordshire 
Reading Campaign at the National Literacy Trust, said: 
"Everyone is delighted with the fantastic gains that have 
been made and, now that the programme has gathered so 
much momentum, we know it is vital to support schools in 
continuing with their excellent work and to increase their 
confidence in taking this into the future." 

The scheme is one of many in the county - others 
include the charity Assisted Reading for Children in 
Oxfordshire, which helps schoolchildren learn to read.

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Call for floods summit 


FOR the second winter in succession, 
Oxfordshire has been badly affected by 
flooding. 

The major flood in 2007 was billed as a one- 
off, a level of flooding that would occur once in a 
lifetime. 

Yet, seven years on, the whole county is 
continuing to face repeated flooding misery. 

Now Oxfordshire County Council's deputy 
leader, Rodney Rose, has issued a call. 

He said that he believed the time had come for 
local people and organisations in Oxfordshire to 
"join together, speak with 
one voice, act where we 
can, and encourage central 
Government and other 
national bodies to act with 
us". 

To that end, the council 
plans to stage a special 
flooding summit on March 
21 . 

And in the run-up to the big debate, he has 
pledged to speak in detail with county 
councillors, parish, town and district councils - at 
another special event on March 1 - to gather their 
collective views so that they could be fed in to an 
Oxfordshire Flooding Summit. 

He said; "The main aim of our March 21 event 
is to have the key people in the same room, at the 
same time, to talk through the issues and create a 
collective will locally to move things forward. If 
the instances of flooding are to happen more and 
more regularly, we can't just wait for central 
Government and the Environment Agency to 
come up with the cash for flood alleviation 
schemes.

"If we took that course of action, we could be 
waiting for decades. 

"The Government and the Environment Agency 
needs to be able to articulate where they stand 
with flood-related schemes in Oxfordshire, 
including the Western Conveyance channel that 
would divert flood water from the Thames 
floodplain away from south and west Oxford. 

"The Local Enterprise Partnership needs to be 
able to speak for local 
businesses who have been 
so badly affected by the 
flooding, to give vent to 
their feelings as well as to 
understand how financial 
contributions from them 
could more quickly deliver 
solutions such as the 
Western Conveyance 

channel." 

Representatives of the railways, such as 
Network Rail and First Great Western, will also be 
invited to the flood summit, alongside utility 
companies, so they can understand better how 
they might be able to work side by side with local 
people and businesses to help continually raise 
the profile of Oxfordshire's flooding issues and the 
potential solutions. 

Mr Rose added: "We all hope that some time 
later in the winter and during the spring there'll 
be a big high pressure sitting over Oxfordshire 
bringing a much needed dry spell so that the river 
levels can drop. Those dropping river levels would 
usually mean the general issue of flooding would 


slip further to the back of the minds of local 
people and organisations, while never quite going 
away. 

"What we want to do is make sure this issue is 
permanently close to the top of everybody's 
agenda - 12 months a year - whether you work 
in the public sector or the private sector and 
whether you live in Oxford or elsewhere in 
Oxfordshire. 

"We want to be able to create a situation in 
which we speak with one voice, and for that 


voice to resonate through the corridors of power 
at Whitehall and in other Government agencies 
until action is taken. 

"We want to be able to say to Government as a 
county that we're willing to contribute, we want 
to work with you to accelerate the work that 
needs to be done to stop our homes, our 
businesses and our roads flooding - and we aren't 
going to let the subject drop until you 
acknowledge our issues and begin the necessary 
work."

Dennis Greaves said: "We 
decided to put it out again after 
Universal found some film from the 
night that we didn't know still 
existed.

H ow do you attribute value to 
a piece of art? Under the 
auctioneer's hammer earlier 
this month, Camille Pissarro's 
impressionist work Boulevard 
Montmartre , Matinee De Printemps 
almost scaled the dizzy heights of 
£20m. A steal. 

The painting belonged to Jewish 
industrialist Max Silberberg, who 
was forced to break up his 
collection by the Nazis. Thankfully, 
the painting found its way back to 
Silberberg's family in 2000. 

Many other artworks from around 
Europe, plundered by Hitler's troops 
in the late 1930s and early 1940s, 
might have been lost forever were it 
not for the valiant efforts of the 
Monuments Men. 

This small platoon of museum 
curators, architects, artists and 
historians, who were too old to be 
drafted, shared an unwavering 
belief in the preservation of 1,000 
years of culture. 

They risked their lives to locate 
caches of stolen artworks and return 
paintings, sculptures and drawings 
to their rightful owners. 

This fascinating true story of 
heroism is retold as a gung-ho 
Ocean's Eleven- style caper by 
George Clooney in his fifth 
directorial feature. 

As history lessons go, The 


Monuments Men is lightweight and 
mildly entertaining. 

President Roosevelt (Mike 
Dalton) sanctions Harvard art 
historian Frank Stokes (Clooney) to 
venture behind enemy lines and 
save as many treasures as possible. 

Stokes recruits six men - curator 
James Granger (Matt Damon), 
Sergeant Richard Campbell (Bill 
Murray), Sergeant Walter Garfield 
(John Goodman), Lieutenant Jean 
Claude Clermont (Jean Dujardin), 
Private Preston Savitz (Bob Balaban) 
and Major Donald Jeffries (Hugh 
Bonneville) - and despatches them 
to key points to search for the loot. 

"Take no chances and remember 
- your lives are more important 
than a piece of art," Stokes tells his 
men. 

Granger heads to Paris, where he 
hopes to extract vital intelligence 
from Claire Simone (Cate 
Blanchett), curator at the Jeu de 
Paume in Paris. 

However, she is reluctant to help, 
believing the Allies will relocate the 
recovered treasures to collections in 
Russia or America. 

The Monuments Men strikes an 
uneven tone between comedy and 
drama, which sometimes jars. 

The central mission, to outwit 
Hitler, is structured as vignettes 
around Belgium, France and 
Germany, converging on Altaussee 
in Austria for the race to recover 
Michelangelo's marble sculpture 
Madonna Of Bruges from a salt 
mine before the Soviets sweep into 
the spa town.

to pack a punch

THE exterior styling of this hot new 
Astra might not give you many clues 
to its true nature — but the whop¬ 
ping great wheels certainly do. 

While the tweaked bodywork 
clothing the BiTurbo is modestly 
understated, the 19-inch, five dou¬ 
ble-spoke design alloy wheels 
scream power. 

And there is plenty of that lurking 
under the bonnet of the most power¬ 
ful diesel Astra ever made. 

The sixth-generation Astra retains 
the wheelbase, track widths and 
basic hardware of the previous 
model, delivering excellent han¬ 
dling and road holding, and it also 
keeps the steering settings that were 
developed by Vauxhall's engineers 
specifically for UK roads. 

The Astra, with its space for five 
people and a decent boot wrapped 
in a compact bodyshape, has been a 
mainstay of Vauxhall sales for 
decades. 

But while the more staid versions 
have consistently captured family 
car sales, the sportier versions of the 
Astra have always been a hit with 
performance car enthusiasts. 

As well as the wheels, the 
reduced ride height of the British- 
built BiTurbo hatchback hints at the 
car's high performance potential. 

The lower air intake area has also 
been given a performance design 


treatment: the area where the cen¬ 
tral grille merges into the outer grille 
has been sculpted in a shark-fin like 
shape and the side window sur¬ 
round has chrome inserts. At the 
rear, two exhaust tail pipes and a 
more prominent rear bumper shape 
give the car a robust, muscular 
stance. 

The theme of power runs through 
the cabin which has a unique design 
with black fabric combined with a 
red accent on the edge of the seats 
and floor mats, while red stitching 
provides a contrast on the seats, 
doors, and gearstick. 

The driver also gets a chunky 
motorsport-style, flat-bottom, 
leather-trimmed steering wheel and 
a neat, short-throw, leather-trimmed 
gearstick. This super-sport styling 
inside and out is more than matched 
by the punch under the bonnet.
